The presence of Kerensky in Lon- 


don is known to the British govern 
ment, as it is impossible under the 
present strict passport regulations 
for any alien to enter the country 
without the government knowing o; 
it.Kerensky told the labor confer 
ence delegates: 
"I have just come straight from 


Moscow and it is my duty as a states 
man and a socialist to tell you anc 
the people of the world that 
th 


Russian people, the Russian deraoc 
racy, are fighting against tyranny 
I believe, indeed. I am certain, tha 
he Russian people will shortly join 
vou in the fight for the great cause 
of freedom."

It is estimated the Austrian losses 
total more tlian 20O.OOO. 


It was a terrible sight as the mad- 


dened Austrians fled under 
the 


deluge of Italian bullets and shells. 
They leaped into the river and grab- 
bed pieces of wood or anything that 
would aid them; they tied themselves 
to mules and horses, but their ef- 
forts were in vain, for as the enemy 
troops reached the opposite bank 
they were again caught by the fire of 
Italian guns, which had been trained 
accurately on the eastern bank for 
some days. 


On the Montcllo the slaughter was 


terrific. Bodies of Austrian troops 
were mowed down almost in their en- 
tirety. At the crossing at Nervesa 
both banks of the river were strewn 
with dead and dying while hundreds 
of bodies were rushed down into the 
current to U*c sea.

It was most difficult to get 
at them in these positions, and some 
fierce hand-to-hand lighting occur- 
red during the" night while .the clear- 
ing process was being carried out. 


The new sector held by American 


troops in Alsace is in the region 
northwest of Gebweiler. This sector 
is not "far from the famous Hart- 
mans-Weilerkopf, the scene of so 
much hard fighting in the past. 


The Americans now are holding a 


considerable front in three different 
sectors in Alsace. 
The Americans now are in pos-

AMERICANS TAKE OFFENSIVE. 


(Compiled from A. P. Dispatches.) 
American troops have again taken 


the offensive northwest of Chateau- 
Thierry, where they have already 
written a glorious chapter in the 
story of American participation in 
the war. The operation in which 
the Americans were engaged is men- 
tioned but briefly in the daily com- 
munique of the French war office, 
but it would seem to indicate that 
the Americans have been in quite a 
notable engagement. 
'Prisoners to the number of 150 
were taken in the action, which is 
said by the French to have been 
"brilliant." 
Among the Germans 


captured was a captain. 


The French official statement said 


that this is the number of captives 
'so far counted," which may mean 
that the operation is still going on, 
or that the full story has not as yet 
been told. 
Local operations along the French 


and British fronts are officially re- 
ported. Prisoners and machine guns 
were taken by the allies in these, 
which appear lo have been no more 
than outpost encounters. 


Baron von Seydler, Ihe Austrian 


premier, has declined to continue In 
office and form a new cabinet. It is 
reported that Baron Banhans. minis- 
ter of railways in the von Seydler 
cabinet, will receive the appointment. 
The Austrian parliament, which was 
dissolved when the enconomic situa- 
tion became critical in that country, 
may be convoked, it is believed, with 
a restricted program for its proceed- 
ings.

ton, can be expected here almost an> 
time. 
The Huns will be under the 


supervision of the reclamation de 
partment of camp. Government of 
ficials at Washington will 
supplv 


the guards. The stockade was com- 
pleted at little cost to the govern- 
ment, the conscientious objectors be- 
ing very willing to do the work. 


The building proper will accommo-

Many of the acres are devoted to 


corn and potatoes and the Huns will 
be expected to harvest the 
crops. 


The war garden has proven a money 
maker for the camp so far. Over 
5,000 bushels of onions have been 
sold to mess outfits through camp.

President Wilton has Issued the following: 


HIS WAR Is one of nations—not of armies—and all of our 100,- 


000,000 people must be economically and industrially adjusted 
to war conditions if this nation is to play its full part In the 


conflict. 
The problem before us is not primarily a financial problem, 


but rather a problem of increased production of .war essentials and the 
saving of the materials and labor necessary for the support and equip- 


ment of 
our army and 
navy. 


Thoughtless expenditure of money 
for non-essentliils uses up the labor 
of men, the products of the farm, 
mines and factories, and overbur- 
dens transportation, all of which 
most be used to the utmost and 
at their best for war purposes. 


The great results which we seek 


can be obtained only by the par- 
ticipation of every member of the, 
nation, young and old, in a na- 
tional concertad thrift movement I 
therefore 
urge that 
our people 


everywhere pledge themselves, as 
suggested by the secretary of the 
treasury, to the practice of thrift to 
serve the government to their ut- 
most in increasing production fn 
all fields, necessary to the winning

of the war; to conserve food and 


fuel and useful materials of every kind; to devote their labor only to 
the most necessary tasks; and to buy only those things which are 
essential to individual health and efficiency; and that the people, as 
evidence of their loyalty, invest all that they can save !n Liberty 
»>nds and "War Savings Stamps. The securities issued by the treas- 
ury department are so many of them within the reach of ewry one 
that the door of opportunity in this matter Is wide open to all of 
us. To practice thrift in peace times Is a virtue and brings great 
benefit to the individual at all times; with the desperate need of the 
civilized world today for materials and labor with which to end the 
war, the practice of individual thrift is a patriotic duty and a neces- 
sity. 


I appeal to all who now own either Liberty Bonds or War Savings 


Stamps to continue to practice economy and thrift and to appeal to 
all who do not own government securities to do likewise and pur- 
chase them to the extent of their means. The man who buys govern- 
ment securities transfers the purchasing power of his money to the 
United States government until after this war, and to that same de- 
gree does not buy in competition with the government.

Our Boys and Girls 


Thumb or finger sucking is bad for 


a child and should be attended to at 
once. The thumb and finger must be 
persistently removed from the mouth 
and the baby's attention diverted to1 
something else. 
The sleeve may be 


pinned or sewed down over the fing- 
ers of the offending hand for several 
days or nights, or the hand may be 
put into a cotton mitten. 
There are patent articles for holding 
the hand from the mouth, but the per- 
sistent covering of the hand usually 
works out very well. The bath's hands 
ehoukl be set free now and then to 
save unnecessary strain on his perves 
as possible, but with the approach of 
bedtime the hand must be covered. 
Much -work and confusion can 
be 
avoided when the children undress at 
night, if each one is made the posses- 
sor of a small hat or clothes tree. Their 
clothing will be well aired, the room 
kept in neatness and order and every- 
thing; will be ready in its place m the 
morning. Children love these accessor- 
ies and it is a good way to teach them 
ordiliness and hygeine.

Children may be taught to use indi- 
vidual judgment from early infancy, 
when he should be taught to choose 
certain paths of action for himself If 
he Is continually and absolutely forbid- 
den to do this and that, he is home- 
times seriously .handicapped later be- 
cause he does not know how to use his 
own reasoning faculties in making 
these choices. 
On the other hand, obedience is one 
of the most important lessons for chil- 
dren to learn 
For the most part the 
mother can cNert her control other- 
wise than by commands, and if she 
does so. her authorities when exercised, 
will have greater force and instant 
obedience will be readily given. 
" Most of the naughtiness of infancy 
can be traced to physical causes. Babies 
who are fussy and restless, arc usually 
either uncomfortable in some way be- 
cause they have not been properly fed,, 
ate sick or hare been indulged too 
much.

Hair Care.

the simple exeicise of rubbing 
the 
scalp. 
The fingers are spread apart and 
rubbed firmly but gently, taking only 
part of the scalp at a time. In order 
to loosen the entire scalp the fingers 
are 
manipulated on all parts, and 
cventua.ll} it moves with very little 
difficulty. 


There is nothing more beautiful in 
the human bod} than a smooth arm, 
tapering and white, which ends in a 
small tapering hand with palms that 
are pink and pliable. The wrist should 
be small and rounded and not bony. 
But the arms and hands require a great 
deal of attention to be kept in such 
a condition, for if neglected they be- 
come i oughened and discolored and the 
arms are in danger of becoming too fat 
or too thin. 


A well rounded arm is the result of 
proper exercise. The Indian clubs, if 
used a few minutes each day, will do 
far more toward perfecting the arms 
than any other form of exercise. They 
pull the fingers, stretch the palms of 
the hands, fill out the upper arm both 
biceps and triceps, and give strength 
to the forearm. 
The beauty of this 
evercise is that one needs not always 
to get into a gymnasium suit to use 
the Indian clubs. 
They can be used 
when wearing a blouse that has a com- 
fortable arm size. 
The clubs for women and girls need 
not weigh more than half a pound each. 
Heavy clubs develop too much mus- 
cle, and nothing robs the symetry of an 
arm as an overdeveloped muscle. 
Smooth arms, white and clear, can be 
attained by what is called the starch 
bath. This should be given every day 
if the arms are exposed every evening. 
After bathing the arms with warm 
water and pure soap, tinsc them with 
cold water. Before drying, rub thor- 
oughly with ordinary washing March. 
Then rinse the starch off with col-i 
water and dry them thoroughly. The 
arms will be as smooth as those of a 
baby. 
If the arms or hands become stained, 
lemon juice will remove the spots. Cut 
a lemon in half and use as you would 
a sponge. Powder on the arms is not 
pretty unless it is liquid powder that 
adheres well and will not 
rub off.

Mrs. J. W. Albright has received 
the following letter 
from her son, 


Corporal Edgar Albright of Battery 
C, 134th F. A., Camp Upton, New 
York. 


Camp Upton, N. y., June 19, '18. 
Dear Folks—Well, I'm all settled 
down in the new camp again. There 
is a very large canteen at this post. 
They handle anything from needles 
to tapioca. 
We are quarantined in 


wooden barracks and have iron cots 
with real springs to sleep on. It is 
the best 
steeping 
accommodations 


we have had in over a year. 


There is just one thing to mar the 


pleasure, and that is being in quar- 
antine. We had been out of quar- 
antine for six days, and 
today we 
were placed under again for ten days 
to fill out our unexpired time on the 
last Contract with mumps. . There are 
just three of us, and we have a little 
ropm all to ourselves. 
Albert Par- 
rill,, from near Newark, and Melvin 
(Rosey) Fitzpatrick, 
Newark 
and 
myself. William knows Fitzpatrick. 


We had a fine trip up here. We 


came through Atlanta, Georgia, South 
Carolina, North Carolina, Virginia, 
Pennsylvania, Maryland, District of 
Columbia, Delaware and New Jersey. 
At Hamlet and Raleigh, N. C., the 
Red Cross gave us cigarettes, flow- 
ers and lemonade. At Washington, 
D/ C., they gave, us ] playing cards, 
cigarettes and ice. cream, and at 
Philadelphia they gave us the same 
thing. At New York City we got 
candy and cigarettes; 
We 
came 
through in the day time the follow- 
ing cities: Opelika, West Point in Al- 
abama; Atlanta in Georgia; Hamlet 
and 
Raleigh 
in North Carlonia; 


Washington, D. C., (where we saw 
Washington's 
monument and the 


Capitol;) Philadelphia, Penn.; Wil- 
mington,-Delaware; Baltimore, Md.; 
Newark, New Jersey and New York 
City. We could see hardly anything 
at New York for it was in the even- 
ing. 
We came .clear.. under the 
river at 
New York on the train. 


Some one said the tunnel was three 
miles long. An electric engine took 
us under. 
As near as I can tell 


Camp Upton is in the Center of Long 
Island. But mail addressed to Camp 
Upton. N. Y., will reach me. We 
came through 
South 
Carolina and 


most of Virginia at night. Richmond 
Va.. we came through early in the 
morning. 
We crossed the Potomac 


river. It is very wide and pretty. We 
also crossed 
over a little end of 


Chesapeak -Bay. 


1 enjoyed the whole trip immense- 


ly. It was .one of the great pleas- 
ures of a soldier. When we finally 
got here though I was awful dirty, 
and my bead was -so dirty I could 
pick the dirt out by handfuls. 


If ever you are near a troop train 
and serving anything to the soldiers, 
you may see how good it makes them 
feel. 
I never fully appreciated the 


Red Cross till this trip. A piece of 
candy or a glass of lemonade served 
by a Red Cross lady with her white 
dress and Red Cross on it makes a 
soldier take a new lease on life. 


It is almost too cold here for com- 
fort It is a sudden change from the 
sunny south to this climate. Some of 
the fellows even 
wear 
their over- 
coats. 


We haven't received any mail yet. 


I can't understand why. 
It should 


have been here before us. 


Well, I can't think of anything 
else to write, so will close. Love to 
all.

Day this year In Newark was the 
most complete and satisfactory of all 
the observances of the day.

The first observance feature was 


Memorial Day in 
the 
schools, in 


which the teachers, pupils, visitors 
from the patriotic orders and 
the 
speakers participated, making a'total 
of more than a thousand persons. 


Next came the Annual Memorial 


Day church services, which is attend- 
ed by the Grand Army and its allied 
bodies. This year these organizations 
worshiped with St. John's Evangreli- 
cal church, South Fifth street. More 
than two hundred persons partici- 
pated on this occasion. 


The mass of .flowers came from 


the 
homes^^lafgely 
through 
the 


school children and the teachers. The 
flowers were made into over 800 of- 
ficial bouquets by the ladies of the 
Woman's Relief Corps, and Daugh- 
ters of Veterans. More than a thou- 
sand individuals: had a part in the 
flower feature.

It was 
also evident that the work should 
be taken over by organizations that 
did not have within 'their structure 
,a time limit of life. Also it was ev- 
ident that the volume of decorative 
work must ever increase, and that 
the work should be systematized on 
military lines. 
The logical conclu- 


sion was clear that the drilled, disci- 
plined and uniformed bodies could 
best carry on this 
patriotic 
task. 


Most of such companies were part 
of secret orders. 
These different 


orders claimed strong patriotic sen- 
timents in their constitutional work, 
and yet nearly all of these organi- 
zations entertained 
strong senti- 
ments of religion, race, color or edu- 
cational animosities, and to such an 
extent that they would not march in 
a patriotic Memorial Day parade, nor 
decorate our soldiers' graves if the 
other fellow was there. The solution 
of this difficult problem was taken 
up by Comrade F. G. Steele, who has 
been at work on it for years. 
Little by little the barriers 
fell, 


and this year the last one came down 
and on May 30th in the morning pa- 
rade seven secret 
orders marched 


harmoniously, in one division, in col- 
umn of fours, the marching forma- 
tion of the United States Army, and 
under the National flag of the United 
States only. They continued the 
march to Cedar Hill cemetery, and 
there each organization, under its 
own officers, decorated the graves 
of at least one of the thirteen deco- 
rative sections into which the ceme- 
tery is divided. 


Those who saw and comprehended 


what this group of beautiful memo- 
rial services stood for are not likely 
to forget it. There was another in- 
cident which should not 
be over- 


looked. It was the decoration of two 
little crude white crosses such as are 
used on the burial fields of France. 
One bore the name of SergL E. Gray 
Swingle and the other that of Archie 
Leedy, Newark's first dead in battle 
in the present war. This has a sug- 
gestion for the future. 


The first general observance 
of 


Memorial Day was instituted by a 
freneral order issued in ISIS by Gen. 
John A. Logan, first national com- 
mander of the Grand Army of 
the 


Republic. 
At first only the dead 
soldiers of the Union Army of the 
Civil War were thus honored, but 
soon the sol<<i«r dead of ail 
our 


wars were honored alike. It should 
always be remembered that the na- 
tions that forge' their soldier d*a<l 
are on the way to their own death.

board in regard to the "work-or- 
fight" law. The various occupations 
affected by the law are more clearly 
defined as follows: 


Class A, including those engaged 


in serving food and drink, does not 
include managers, clerks, cooks or 
other employes, unless they are en- 
gaged in the actual serving of food 
and drink. 


Under Class B, affecting passenger 


elevator operators and other attend- 
ants, bellboys and porters are includ- 
ed, unless they are engaged in other 
heavy work. 


Persons engaged in connection with 


games, sports, etc., excepts those en- 
gaged in the performance of legit- 
imate operas or theatricals. 


Those engaged in domcslice ser- 


vice does not include private chauf- 
feurs, unless they are engaged in 
other occupations defined as non- 
productive. 


Under the head of sales clerks, ex- 


ecutives, managers and heads of de- 
partments, are not affected.

term "sales clerk" does not include 
clerical workers in offices, store or
